A year ago when I wrote my annual message, I had 
high hopes that by this time we could point with pride 
to our newly constructed building and to the advantages 
that would result to the youth of the area as a result of 
the new building, which we could plan upon using in 
September 1960. Such is not the case, now, however. 
We cannot move ahead with our building plans until the 
lawsuits now in the courts are decided or withdrawn by 
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the residents of Liberty, Monroe and Brooks. Once the 
legal issues are decided, by one means or another, we 
must float a bond issue before we can proceed with actual 
construction. Banks will loan us money and bonding 
houses will sell the bonds for us just as soon as the law- 
suits are decided. We can then move ahead rapidly 
toward the goal we all hold most dear, giving our young 
people a better foundation for life’s work. 

Freedom did benefit financially from being a mem- 
ber of District No. 3. School costs were almost $1,100.00 
less in 1959-60 than in 1958-1959. Over the state, school 
costs increased an average of 12%, so you can See that 
the savings were considerable, when one considers what 
the cost would have been had there been no district. At 
this time it looks as if the assessment for 1960-61 would 
be $14,299.82, an increase of $342.19 over last year, or 
2.4 percent. 

The high school program was enriched by the addi- 
tion of driver education and a course in office practice. 
Both courses have a high practical value and are well 
received by the students. 

We have been fortunate again this year in having 
the services of Mrs. Arlene Jackson and Mrs. Edith Ward 
as teachers. Both are devoted, hard working, concientious 
teachers. | 

I want to thank everybody in Freedom for the fine 
spirit of cooperation that has been evidenced this past 
year..

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with the provisions of Section 26, 
Chapter 90-A, R. 8S. 1954, and at your request, the finan- 
cial records of the Town of Freedom have been audited 
for the municipal year ended February 15, 1959. 


As required by statute, one copy of this report 
together with the audit procedural! form prescribed by 
Section 26, Chapter 90-A, R. S. 1954, have been for- 
yvarded to the State Department of Audit. 


The examination was made in accordance with the 
recommendations of the National Committee on Govern- 
mental Accounting for a limited general audit. Audit 
analysis was on a basis consistent with the preceding 
vear and included all procedures considered necessary. 
Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of the 
audit, the financial transactions of the Town appear to 
have been appropriately handled, with such exceptions 
as may be noted in the accompanying comments. 


Exhibits and schedules, together with the accom- 
panying comments, present the results of the financial 
operations of the Town for the period designated.

COMMENTS 
February 16, 1958 to February 15, 1959 

An audit of the financial records of the Town of 
Freedom has been completed for the municipal year 
ended February 15, 1959. The audit included an exami- 
nation of certain records maintained by the Assessors, 
Selectmen, Town Treasurer, Tax Collector and the town 
meeting records of the Town Clerk. 

The audit included a review of cash transactions as 
well as an analysis of available funds and expenditures 
(Exhibit D). The analysis revealed that nearly all operat- 
ing account balances were carried forward to the ensuing 
year. Balances carried forward to 1959 totaled $3,724.06, 
as compared with $812.91 carried forward from the pre- 
ceding year. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

It is again recommended that all tnexpended and 
overdraft balances be lapsed to surplus at the end of each 
operating year. 

The Town officers should make use of the audit 
report in entering opening balances in the Selectmen’s 
ledger. 

All delinquent taxes and tax liens shold be listed 
in the Town Report, as reauired by statute. 

ASSETS 

The cash balance of $3.010.99 was reconciled with a 
statement furnished by the First National Bank, Belfast, 
Maine (Schedule A-1). Cash was counted at the audit 
date and reconciled with the closing balance. 

Transactions effecting other assets were reviewed 
and unpaid balances reconciled with those reflected by 
the Selectmen’s records. Many items unpaid at the 
closing date had been paid at the audit date and the use 
of other verification was no+ considered necessary. 

LIABILITIES 

Recorded liabilities at the year end consisted of 
$16.49 due trust funds. representing trust fund income 
carried in the general account. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 

From the examination of the departmental account 
it was ascertained that a net unexpended balance of 
$3,724.06 was carried forward to the ensuing year. 
(Exhibit D). 

The unappropriated surplus of the Town at the end 
of the year’s operations was $6,976.91, a decrease of 
$1,455.27 as compared with the preceding year. This 
decrease was occasioned principally by an authorized 
transfer of $1,870.14 from surplus to the fire house con- 
struction account (Exhibit C). 

TRUST FUNDS 

From the examination of trust funds it was deter- 
mined that trust fund principals amounted to $300.00 at 
the year end while unexpended income totaled $16.49. 
Trust fund principals were invested in U. S. Govern- 
ment bonds while income was due from the general fund 
(Schedule A-2). 

SCOPE OF AUDIT 

Count of cash was made and records were checked 
to determine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 
The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial! 
concern. Available funds and expenditures were ex- 
amined by methods and to the extent deemed necessary. 
Payments received after the close of the year were 
examined to determine the validity of recorded assets at 
the year end. Excise tax collections were verified by 
examination of the copies of the receipts retained by the 
Collector. Bond coverage was reviewed and listed. In- 
vestment of trust fund principals was verified by physical 
examination of the Savings Bonds. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the Town. Audit 
procedures were followed to the extent deemed necessary 
to develop these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting statements fairly present the financial 
position of the Town at February 15, 1959. and the 
result of its operations for the year then ended.
